Yew Law to Discourage 
Reckless Auto Drivers 

A new State law, called the Motor Vehicle Safety-Respon- 
sibility Act, which is designed to protect the public against reck- 
less drivers who cannot, or do not, compensate for the injuries 
and property damage they caused, was explained to The Jeffcr 
■ y by

his act provides that such 
drivers' licenses and vehicle re- 
gistrations will be suspended. The 
law becomes effective January 1; 
1947 and will be administered by 
the Department of Revenue. 
The new law makes new de- 
ands upon every driver involved 
in an accident, regardless of whose 
negligence caused the accident, 
Howard explained. The driver in- 
volved must immediately report 
the accident to the Department of 
Revenue. Each report must be 
accompanied by proof of the driv- 
flnancial responsibility. If a 
er cannot show proof of fin- 
ancial responsibility he will suffer 
the suspension of his driver's lic- 
ense and vehicle registration. In 
cases where the driver is not own- 
er of the vehicle, the owner must 
also show proof of financial res- 
ponsibility, or take the same 
penalty. 

According to Howard, only 
three kinds of evidence are accep- 
table as proof of financial respon- 
sibility. Anyone in an accident 
must submit either a certificate of 
insurance, a bond, or a certificate 



of the high accident rate, every- 
one was advised to become finan- 
cially responsible, within the 
meaning of the law, before Janu- 
ary first. According to the Com- 
missioner, booklets explaining the 
Safety-Responsibility Act in de- 
tail will soon be distributed by 
police and gasoline service sta- 
tions. 

After giving this explanation of 
the new law, Commissioner How- 
ard added "Remember that your 
state Department of Revenue will 
be glad to answer any questions 
forward any additional infor- 
tion you may need."

County Attorney Stein- 
feld will begin immediately with 
condemnation proceedings. 

The Jefferson County Equip- 
ment Corporation, which is com- 
posed of members of the Fiscal 
Court, ordered the purchase of 
several pieces of road equipment 
and automobiles on the financing 
plan as entered into with the 
Citizens Fidelity Bank and Trust 
Company. County Attorney Stein- 
feld reported that if the bank 
does not have to pay income tax 
this loan to the county, then 
the county will receive a rebate 
of 38 per cent of the 3 per cent 
interest charged. 

County Treasurer Tierney was 
instructed to bill the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky in the amount 
of $6,480 representing primary 
election costs to Jefferson County.

It is reported 
that nearly half the number of 
country school teachers in Ken- 
tucky hold emergency certificates. 
There will be more money this 
season for rural schools than in 
the past, due to a lift in taxes, 
but the average salary increase 
will not cover wartime and post- 
increases in the cost of living. 
\th prices of nearly every- 
; rising all the time, a 25 per 
increase in teachers' salaries 
will not check the drift of teach- 
es into other fields of endeavor. 
The Memphis Commercial- 
Appeal, alarmed over the situa- 
tion in Tennessee, says enrollment 
of students for teacher-training 
fell off in Tennessee colleges from 
3,586 in 1940 to 1,207 in 1946. 

At a teachers' college in San 
Diego, Calif., only 10 per cent of 
freshmen enrolled for teacher- 
training. 

A study in 20 states show there 
are now 55 per cent fewer teach- 
in training than five years 
ago. I hope to get comparative 
figures on Kentucky enrollments 
in the near future. 

Kentucky schools thus far have 
been able to muddle along some- 
how. But one of these days county 
and city superintendents are 
going to run short of persons even 
well enough educated to teach 
the fourth grade, unless much is 
done to make teaching a much 
more attractive profession than it

Endorsing the observance of 
Religious Education Week, Sep- 
tember 29 to October 6, in rural 
and urban areas of America, Pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman warned 
thab "democracy dare not neglect 
the religious nurture of its chil- 
dren, youth and adults," in a let- 
ter sent from the White House to 
Dr. Roy G. Ross, of Chicago, who 
is general secretary of the Inter- 
national Council of Religious Edu- 
cation and sponsor of the observ- 



i his belief in the 
basic importance for democracy 
Of religious education, President 
Truman declared that "we are 
learning day by day that peace 
Imposes responsibilities not less 
arduous than the tasks of active 
warfare." 

"Of one thing we are certain 
and that is that we cannot build 
1 an enduring peace structure un- 
less we build it upon Christian 
principles. Religious instruction 
inculcates belief in the Father- 
hood of God and the Brotherhood 
of Man," he asserted. 

"These basic religious concepts 
are not intuitive; they must be 
teamed; to be learned they must 
be taught," President Truman 
pointed out. "Unless they are 
teamed the structure of democ- 
racy will crumble for want of 
moral cement; progress of de- 
mocracy will halt for lack of 
spiritual dynamic."

1. The veteran should go to 
his nearest VA office, educational 
institution or one of the various 
service organizations and obtain 
VA Form 1950, which is the ap- 
plication for education and train- 
ing under the G.I. Bill. VA or the 
other agencies will assist him in 
filling out this application. 

2. The application, together 
with a certified copy or photo- 
static copy of the veteran's dis- 
charge paper, should be sent to 
the VA Regional Office at Lex- 
ington. If married the veteran 
also should submit a county clerk 
of court copy of his marriage 
license in order to claim additional 
subsistence allowance for a de- 
pendent. The Regional Office will 
process the application and de- 
termine the veteran's period of 
eligibility for education or train- 
ing. If qualified, the veteran will 
receive a certificate of eligibility. 
. 8. The veteran presents the 
certificate of eligibility when he 
enrolls in a school or training 
establishment.

Heavy Infestation 

Of Hessian Flies 

Unexpectedly and unusually 
heavy 1946 wheat crop losses in 
Kentucky have surprised both 
growers and Federal Crop Insur- 
ance officials according to M. D. 
Royse, Director of the Kentucky 
State Office, Field Service 
Branch, Production and Market- 
ing Administration. 

Mr. Royse stated that wheat 
crop losses had been reported 
from 51 of the 53 counties in 
which Federal Wheat Crop In- 
surance contracts were written. 
In those counties, he said, prem- 
iums amounting to over $40,000 
were collected by county — 
mittees. 

In those same counties O. R. 
Wheeler, Kentucky State Director 
of Federal Crop Insurance, re- 
ports 550 notices of losses received 
to date. These loss claims aver- 
age $144.69 per case, Mr. Wheeler 
said, and will amount to more 
than double the premiums paid. 

The common wheat crop haz- 
ards, such as winter kill, flood, in- 
sects and disease are all included 
in the causes of these Kentucky 
losses, said Mr. Wheeler.

A recent survey of wheat stub- 
ble in various sections of Ken- 
tucky indicated a heavy infesta- 
tion of Hessian fly, varying from 
2 per cent in Knox County to 76 
per cent in Warren County. A 
majority of the 17 counties sur- 
veyed had an infestation ranging 
from 25 to 40 per cent, which is 
considered high, according to 
Prof. W. A. Price of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky Experiment Sta- 

The unusually large infestation 
of this insect during the past two 
years has been due to the weather 
and the use of the combine, Pro- 
fessor Price explained. 

Where the combine is used in 
harvesting wheat, much of the 
grain falls to the ground, resulting 
in a volunteer crop which tends 
to offset the benefits of sowing on 
fly-free dates. 

Normally there are two broods 
of the Hessian fly each year, one 
in the fall, the other in the spring. 
During the past two years, early 
springs have resulted in two 
spring broods of the fly instead of
